Charged with assaulting two wom- 
en in Lexington and fatally wounding 
the husbandpf one, James Picersall, a 
young negro fiend, was taken to 
Louisville Saturday night from Lex- 
ington to escape a mob, which was 
forming in that city with the avowed 
intention of burning him at the stake. 
After rigid questioning he broke 
down and made a complete confes- 
sion. Piersall is charged with crimi- 
nal assault and was arrested by De- 
tectives T. J. McCarty and J. S. 
Stewart of the Lexington detective 
force, who had collected sufficient 
evidence against him to convince them 
he was gnilty of assaulting Mrs. R. L. 
Jones and Mrs. Charles Wagoner. 
Before being taken to Louisville, 
Piersall was taken|before Mrs. Jones 
and positively ikentified as the negro 
who committed the assault. 

The victims of the fiend are report- 
ed to be recovering. A special grand 
Jury was empaneled yesterday to in- 
vestigate the charges against him, 
and it is believed he will be given a 
speedy trial. Such criminals should 
be put out of the way as quick as 
possible.

It Is Predicted War With Japan Will 

End and Russia Will Have a j 
Constitution or the Czar 
Lose His Head. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 23. — There was 
a day of unspeakable horror in St. Pe- 
tersburg. The strikers, goaded to des- 
peration by a day of violence, fury 
and bloodshed, are in a state of open 
insurrection against the government. 
A condition almost bordering on civil 
war exists in the terror-stricken Rus 
Sian capital. The city is under mar- 
tial law, with Prince Vasilchikoff as 
commander of over 50,000 of the em- 
peror’s crack guards. Troops are biv- 
ouacking in the street and at various 
places on the Nevsky Prospect, the 
main thoroughfare of the city. On 
the Island of Vassili Ostrov and in the 
industrial sections infuriated men have 
thrown up barricades, which they are 
holding. The empress dowager has 
hastily sought safety at Tsuskoe Selo, 
where Emperor Nicholas II. is living. 

Minister of the Interior Sviatapolk- 
j Mirsky presented to his majesty the 
I invitation of the workmen to appear 
at the winter palace and receive their 
petition, but the emperor’s advisers 
already had taken a decision to show 
a firm and resolute front, and the em- 
peror’s answer to 100,000 workmen 
trying to make their way to the pal- 
ace SQuare was a solid array of troops 
who met them with rifle bayonets and 
saber. 

j Priest Gopon Led the Parade. 

The priest Gopon, the leader and 
idol of the men, in his golden vest- 
ments, holding aloft the cross and 
marching at the head of thousands of 
workmen through the Narvagate, mi- 
raculously escaped a volley which laid 
low half a hundred persons. The fig- 
ures of the total number killed or 
wounded here, at the Moscow gate, at 
various bridges and islands and at the 
j winter palace vary. The best esti- 
I mate is 500, although there are exag- 
gerated figures placing the number as 
high as 5,000. Many men were accom- 
panied by their wives and children. 

The military authorities had a firm 
grip on every artery in the city. At 
daybreak guards, regiments, cavalry 
and infantry, held every bridge across 
the frozen Neva, the net work of ca- 
nals which interlaces the city, and the 
gates leading from the industrial sec- 
tion, while in the palace square, at the 
storm center, were massed dragoon 
regiments, infantry and Cossacks of 
the guards. Barred from the bridges 
and gates, men, women and children 
crossed the frozen river and canals on 
the ice by twos and threes, hurrying 
to the palace square, where they were 
sure the emperor would be present to 
j hear them. 

j Streets Cleared By Volleys. 

; But the street approaches to the 
i square were cleared by volleys and 
! Cossack charges. Men and women, in- 
furiated to frenzy by the loss of loved 
I ones, cursed the soldiers, while they 
retreated. Men harrangued the 
crowds, telling them that the emperor 
had foiled them and that the time had 
come to act. Men began to build bar- 
ricades in the Nevsky Prospect and at 
other points, using any material that 
came to hand and even chopping down 
telegraph poles. 

Fighting meantime continued at va- 
rious places, soldiers volleying and 
charging the mob. The whole city 
was in a state of panic. Women were 
running through the streets, seeking 
lost members of their families. Sev- 
eral barricades were carried by the 
troops. 

Towards 8 o’clock in the evening 
the crowds, exhausted, began to dis- 
perse, leaving the military in posses- 
sion. As they retreated up the Nevsky 
•Prospect the workmen put out all the 
lights. 

A Chapel Wrecked. 

The little chapel at the Narva gate 
was wrecked. On the Kaminostov Is- 
land, all the lights were extinguished. 
Every officer wearing the uniform of 
the emperor who was found alone wa.s 
mobbed. A general was killed on the 
Nicholas bridge and a dozen officers 
were seized, stripped of their epaulets 
and deprived of their swords. 

it is rumored that M. Witte will be* 
appointed dictator, but the report is 
not confirmed. The authorities, while 
they seem to realize the magnitude of 
the crisis with which the dynasty and 
the autocracy are confronted on ac- 
count of these events, appeared nearly 
paralyzed for the moment. 

Intense indignation is bound to be 
aroused all over Russia. The work- 
men and revolutionists expect news 
from Moscow and other big centers, 
where the troops are not of the same 
class as ibe guards regiments of St. 
Petersburg.

that Russia will have a constitution or 
Emperor Nicholas will lose his head. 

The Warsaw and Baltic railroad is 
reported to have been tom up for a 
mile and a half, but the damage is said 
to have been repaired. 

Reproached the Troops. 

The strikers manned and held a 
small edifice at the corner of the ad- 
miralty gardens and poured out con- 
stant objurgations and reproaches at 
the troops. It was in vain that officers 
requested them to disperse. 

“We have come to present our hom- 
age and grievances to the emperor.’’ 
“Let the emperor come out and hear 
us; we do not wish to do harm.’’ “Long 
live Nicholas II. If he only listens to 
our grievances, we are sure he will be 
just and merciful.’’ “We can not long- 
er endure our sufferings. Better die 
at once and end all,’’ Such were the 
cries repeatedly heard from many 
strikers. 

“You soldiers are our brothers; you 
can not shoot these little ones,’’ they 
exclaimed. But as the pickets and 
patrols continued driving off the peo- 
ple the demonstrations began to give 
way and the bitterest insults and oths, 
in which the Russian vocabulary is 
particularly rich, became frequent. 

“We are not Japanese; why brutal- 1 
ize us? Will you shame the mother 
who bore you, who was a Russian like 
ourselves,’’ were some of the cries that 
were heard. 

Later such exclamations as “scoun- 
drels,’’ “mercenaries,” “dogs” and 
worse were heard. 

The Fatal Charge Made. 

Every time the troops moved the 
crowds hissed them. Strikers also 
gathered at the entrance of the Grand 
Morskaia and of the avenue leading 
to the Moika canal. The crowd at the 
latter place swelled to huge propor- 
tions, blocking the bridge across the 
canal. The order came at 1:30 p. m. 
to clear them off. The colonel com- 
manding the horse guards uttered a 
short, sharp command; the troopers 
drew iheir swords and advanced at a 
quick trot, and then broke into a gal- 
lop, heading straight for the Moika, 
where they were lost in a cloud of 
snow. Shrieks from the wounded re- 
sounded. Then came a deadly silence, 
broken only by the galloping of ambu- 
lance horses. 

The next 20 minutes passed without 
incident. Nothing indicated the ap- 
proach of the horrible butchery which 
was destined to stain the corner of the 
admiralty gardens with human blood. 
The crowd there persisted in refusing 
to move on, clamoring for the empe- 
ror and continually hurling abuse at 
the troops, but attempted no violence. 
Two companies of the Proebranjensky 
guards formed and marched at double 
quick towards the fatal corner. Events 
followed with awful swiftness. The 
commanding officer shouted “Disperse! 
Disperse! Disperse!” 

Many Attempted To Flee. 

Many in the crowd turned to flee, 
but was too late. A bugle sounded and 
the men in the front ranks sank to 
their knees and both companies fired 
three volleys, the first two with blank 
cartridges and the last with ball. A 
hundred corpseastrewed the sidewalk. 
Many women were pierced through the 
back as they were trying to escape. 
Mangled corpses of persons of all ages 
and both sexes strewed the ground. 
One boy of 13 h^d his skull pierced 
and rent by bullets. Great spalshes 
and .streams of blood stained the snow. 
Only a few of the victims remained 
alive, for the fatal volley was fired at 
a distance of not more than 20 paces, 
and so the ambulances had little work 
to do. The police recruited a large 
number of droshys (sleighs) to carry 
off the dead. Heartrending scenes 
were witnessed as wives, husbands 
and mothers came up to claim their 
dear ones and were carried off with 
them in the sleighs. Meanwhile the 
crowd had drifted up the Nevsky Pros- 
pect, called “Murderers!” Murderers!” 
and the square resumed its calm as- 
pect, the troops returning to their sta- 
tions. 

It was now the turn for the crowd 
stationed at the Marskaia entrance to 
the square w’here the horse guards re- 
peated the exploit with which they 
had cleared the Moika, and drove the 
people pell mell down the thorough- 
fare. 

“To Arms!” the Cry. 

A crowd quickly formed outside a 
drug store anfl an orator was found 
for the occasion. Standing on the 
steps of the drug store he addressed 
the impromptu meeting thus: 

“Comrades: We came humbly and 

peacefully to meet the emperor and 
lay our grievances before him ; but the 
emperor refuses to see us and instead 
soldiers were sent to shoot us down. 
Then all I can say he is no emperor.” 
(“Down with the emperor!” shouted 
the crowd.) 



“We have suffered under the sway 
of the Chinovink.s.” (“Down with the 
Chinovinks!”) “We hoped for redress 
but hope is no longer possible; we can 
win our rights only by fighting.” 
(“Down with the autocracy!” yelled 
the crowd.) “Our only chance of re- 
dress is from representatives of the 
people,” (“Long live the constitution- 
al assembly!”) “Then all I have to 
say is to arms, comrades, to arms!” 

“To arms!” was the thunderous re- 
sponse. The crowd, now aroused to a 
state of frenzy, at the sight of the 
wounded who w'cre being brought out 
of the drug store and placed in an am- j 
bulance, saluted them as martyrs, j 
Every head was uncovered as the vie- } 
tims were conveyed away. ! 

The wilder element in the crowd had , 
now got the upper hand and proceeded 
to attack every officer in sight. The | 
appearance of several companies of in- : 
fantry restored order, but the crowds 
refused to disperse and several volleys 
were fired and a number of people 
were killed. 

Another Fierce Battle. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 23. — At Kolpi- 
noff, near the capital, 20,000 workmen 
attacked a division of infantry at Nos- ! 
kokski railway crossing. Fierce fight- I 
ing is reported and 700 w’ere killed. 
Oflicinls withhold the military casual- 1 
ties. Eleven infantry regiments guard ' 
the Baltic shipyards. Workmen have 
seized an ammunition depot in a south- ! 
western suburb and established a 
bomb factory. 

HEAD-ON COLLISION. 

Four Railroad Men Were Killed and 
Four Others Injured. 

Middlesboro, ity., Jan. 23. — A head- 
on collision between two freight trains, 
one a double-header, on the Louisville 
& Nashville railroad at Shawnee, 
Tenn., resulted in the death of four 
railroad men and the injuring of four 
others, two of whom will die. The 
wreck occurred on sigle track road and 
was due to Engineer L. P. Leriie, of 
Corbin, having forgotten his orders. 
Leriie was fatally injured, it is thought, 
having been badly scalded. The 
known dead are: James Klltz, fire- 

man, Middlesboro; Geo. Mooney, Cor- 
bin, engineer; Will Harris, Corbin,' 
fireman; Brakeman Laughley, Norton, 
Va. The fatally injured: Will Terry, 

engineer, Corbin, internally injured ; 
Will Killinger, conductor, Corbin, leg 
broken and mashed; L. P. Lerue, en- 
gineer, Corbin, scalded. Those seri- 
ously injured are: Fory Oakley, flag- 

man, Corbin; Ixm Sprinkler.^ fireman. 
Corbin; Brakeman Stotzer, Penning- 
ton Gap, Va., injured about head. 

Circassians Revolted. 

Victoria, B. C., .Jan. 23. — Capt. Orlau 
Cullen, representative of the Imperial 
Marine Association of Tokio, received 
a cablegram from Constantinople to 
the effect that 1,500 Circassians had re- 
volted and killed the Russian guard, 
numbering 200, at Slavini, in the Cau- 
casus, and that Russians and Turks 
in large numbers were crossing the 
frontier into the Caucasus to spread 
revolution in Tiflis province. 

Four Persons Burned To Death. 

Iron River, Wis., Jan. 23. — The resi- 
dence of George Barnes, one of the 
best known farmers in North Wiscon- 
sin, was burned. Four persons perish- 
ed. The dead: Mrs. George Barnes. 

.Jennie May Barnes, 7 ; Virginia Barnes, 
4; Miss Elsie Kiestner, a school

j Locomotive Boiler Exploded. I 

Mountain J..ake Park, Md., Jan. 23. — I 
! An engine attached to a B. & O, freight 
train exploded near here. Several cars 
were derailed and Brakeman F. John- 
son and Fireman J. L. Simpson were 
killed. Engineer A. W. Stranhagon 
was seriously injured. 

Large Anarchist Demonstration. 

Paris, Jan. 23. — The funeral of Lou- 
ise Michel, the revolutionary agitator, 
at Levallois Perret, was the occasion 
of a large anarchist demonstration. 
The street were heavily guarded by 
military and police and there was no 
serious disorder. 

Fired on the Mob. 

Buda Pest, Hungary, Jan. 23. — The 
gendarmerie were called out to quell 
a disturbance following a meeting of 
local liberals at the village of Turo- j 
polya. The gendarmes fired on the 
mob, killing four and wounding one of . 
them. 

Eartsquake Shocks. 

Santiago, Cuba, Jan. 23. — There 
have been three distinct earthquakes 
of increasing force within the last 24 
hours, causing considerable excite- 
ment. No serious damage was done, j 
but there is fear that there will be ^ 
more shocks. 



PROTOC^IGNED. 

United States Will Place Santo 
Dominj^o Government on a 
Firm Business Basis. 

SECRETARY LOOMIS’ STATEMENT 



I The United State.*A Goveriinieiit Pro- 
poses to Guarantee Territorial 
Iiitegfrity of Little Republic. 

Will Not Assume a Protectorate or In- 
terfere With or Participate in Do- 
mingo’s Affairs Further Than 
Revenue Collections. 

Washington, Jan. 23. — After a con- 
sultation with Secretary Hay follow- 
ing statement regarding the situation 
in Santo Domingo was issued by As- 
sistant Secretary Loomis: 

The Dominican republic, after ma- 
ture consideration, has formally and 
freely invited the government of the 
United States to assist in the way of 
its customs revenue and to aid it in 
its fiscal system upon a firm and busi- 
ness like basis. 

The government of the United 
States having been explicitly, repeat- 
edly and emphatically informed by 
more than one of the great powers 
that it ought either to try to evolve 
some order out of the financial chaos 
in the Dominican republic, or assent 
to certain European creditors of that 
republic doing this and to the admin- 
istration of Dominican custom houses 
by them supported by their warships, 
has deemed it advisable, in view of 
the unfortunate financial conditions in 
Santo Domingo, which for the last ten 
years have been rapidly growing 
worse, to accept the invitation of the 
Dominican government, and, therefore, 
representatives of this government and 
of Santo Domingo have signed a mem- 
orandum of a proposed agreement 
looking to the American control of the 
fiscal affairs upon the request and 
with the consent of the Dominican gov- 
ernment. 

To Adjust Foreign Claims. 

The United States proposes to guar- 
antee the territorial integrity of the 
Dominican republic. It is not the pur- 
pose of this government to assume a 
protectorate over Santo Domingo or 
to interfere with, or participate in its 
domestic affairs any further than the 
collection of its customs revenue, the 
necessary revision of the tariff laws 
and the adjustment, through properly 
constituted tribunals or commissions 
of its foreign claims and its economic 
and fiscal organization on a sound ba- 
sis may make it essential to do. 

President Morales has signed a de- 
cree in which the government of the 
Unjted States is officially asked to take 
full charge of all the Dominican cus- 
tom houses; to name all the employes, 
and to collect all the revenues, 45 per 
cent, of which are to he returned to 
the Dominican government for its cur- 
rent expenses. The balance is to be 
used to meet the interest charges on 
the acknowledged bonded indebted- 
ness and other obligations of the re- 
public. Any surplus will be turned 
over to the Dominican government. 
The obligations representing the bond- 
ed indebtedness are largely owned by 
foreign creditors. 

THE MURDERED AMERICANS. 

Bodies of Four of Them Are on the 
Way To Chicago. 

Nogales, Ariz., Jan. 23. — H. L. Miller 
and Charles E. Tolerton, who escaped 
in Thursday’s Indian massacre in So- 
nora, Mex., passed through here with 
the bodies of Dr. R. C. Coy, of Chica- 
go; 1. K. Mackenzie, M, A. Call and 
James Stetbinger, bound for Chicago. 

Dr. Coy’s body and head were muti- 
lated, his head being mashed in with 
stones by the Yaqui Indians. His 
body was stripped of its clothing, as 
were the other dead. The survivors 
escaped with their clothing only, all 
their money, tickets and papers being 
taken by the Indians. Chapman Pot- 
ter, son-in-law of Secretary Morton, 
has not yot been located, though it is 
believed he will be. Within seven 
miles of the scene of Thursday’s trag- 
edy, the Yaquis killed, on Friday 
about noon, three Mexicans. One of 
the Mexicans was a prominent man in 
that section. 

Bryan Delivered the Address. 

Washington, Jan. 23. — Hon. Wm. .J. 
Bryan delivered an address at the cele- 
bration of the 53d anniversary of the 
Young Men’s Christian association. 
His theme was the work of the Y. M. 
C. A. in character building. Later he 
left for *New York. 

Death of Mrs. Clara C. Stranahan. 

New York, Jan, 23. — Mrs. Clara C. 
Stranahan, founder of Barnard col- 
lege for women, Columbia university, 
and long identified otherwise with 
higher education of women in this 
country, died at her home in Brooklyn 
of apoplexy. 

Big Diamond and Jewelry Robbery. 

Pasadena, Cal., Jan. 23. — Diamonds 
and other jewelry to the total value of 
$35,000 belonging to Mrs. William D. 
Edey, wife of a prominent member of 
the New York stock exchange, have 
been stolen from a room in a hotel in 
i this city. 

Sainty Rogers Won the Decision. 

St. Louis, Jan. 23. — Sainty Rogers, 
of Louisville, Ky., got the decision over 
Jim Douglas in the third round of 
thfir bout at the Columbia Athletic 
j club after the latter had struck his op- 
ponent, who had fallen through the 
1 ropes.

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WHEN LOVE IS BLIND 

The Experience of Wealthy Brodie L. Duke with a “Woman 

with Schemes.” 

MARRIED IN HASTE. REPENTS AT LEISURE. 

Takes a Wife Under What Is Said to Be Peculiar Circum- 
stances— His Family Object and the Investigation 
Brings Out Some Startling Statements— Was He 
the Victim of a Deep-Laid Scheme— Rich 
Victims of Questionable Women. 



New York. — Somehow New York over- 
looked the announcement of the mar- 
riace of Brodie L. Duke and Miss Alice 
Webb on December 21, 1904. The fact 
that the ceremony was performed by 
Rev. W. W. Coe, chief assistant of Rev. 
Charles Parkhurst, of Madison Square 
Presbyterian church, who became fa- 
mous some years ago because of his cru- 
sade agianst vice, ought to have attract- 
ed attention. Ordinarily the mere name 
ot Duke would have been enough to ex- 
cite gossip. For Brodie L. Duke is the 
half-brother of James B. Duke, the head 
of the American Tobacco Trust. 

It was James B. Duke who, starting in 
a small way at Durham. N. C., founded 
the tobacco trust and made it the great, 
power that it is. Since that day James 
B. Duke’s progress to wealth has been 
phenomenal. The trust virtually con- 
trols the entire tobacco business of this 
country, and several years ago invaded 
England and fought the big tobacco in- 
terests there to a standstill. 

James B. Duke is the sturdy, square- 
jawed, silent type of man, who gives the 
impression of force, but carefully avoids 
notoriety. There are a dozen men con- 
nected with the Tobacco Trust who are 
more talked about than he and whose 
real achievements as money makers and 
busines organizers are not half so great. 
Lately he has bulit a palatial country 
place at Somerville, N. J., where he now 
makes his home. He, too, not long ago 
married a wife who was unknown to the 
society of millionaires, which men of his 
type usually aspire to enter in New 
York. 

Brodie L. Duke is quite a different type 
of man. Through his family relationship 
he has shared to some extent in the good 
fortune of James B. Duke, and has had 
the reputation of being wealthy. But j 
most of his life has been spent in hard 
work in North Carolina, and the attrac- 
tions of New York proved too much for 
him. He is said, in fact, to have dissi- 
pated a large part of his fortune before 
his marriage and to have been a frequent 
cause of anxiety to his family. 

• After the Ceremony. 

Two w'eeks’ after the quiet little cere- 
mony at the home of Rev. W. W. Coe, a 
mysterious patient was taken one night 
to the psycopathic ward of Bellevue hos- 
iital. Every care was taken to conceal 
the identity of the patient. It was no un- 
til the next day, when the detectives of 
District Attorney Jerome appeared at 
the hospital and demanded the delivery 
of some $40,000 in stocks and bonds, and 
a quantity of valuable jew’elry, that it 
was revealed that Brodie L. Duke’s fam- 
ily had taken steps to have him declared 



fore the minister with her. It is all very 
strange.” 

At Bellevue hospital they said plainly 
that Duke was suffering from alcoholic 
dementia, and it w'as even intimated that 
his condition might have been brought 
about by the use of drugs. Naturally, 
Mrs. Alice Webb Duke had quite a dif- 
ferent story to tell, and her friend, Mrs, 
Agnes Desplaines, bore her out in most 
of the details. But it happened that pri- 
vate detectives employed by the Duke 
family and the detectives from District 
Attorney Jerome’s office had unearthed 
enough of the records of the two w’omen 
to cast strong suspicion on them, and the 
grand jury was put to work investigating 
the matrimonial tangle. 

For some time the Dukes had not 
known where Brodie Duke was. He had 
been in the habit of spending a good deal 
of his time away from his South Caro- 
lina home. Last October he dr<q)ped out 
ot sight for an unusually long period. 
Then one day he turned up at Durham. 
N. C., with Miss Alice Webb. Then came 
another disappearance, and it was not 
until his sort,^.,awrence Duke, had ar- 
rived in New York to find out what had 
become of his father that the truth w^as 
know'n. One day late in November Ben- 
jamin N. Duke, a half-brother of Brodie 
Duke, who lives at the Hoffman House, 
was called up at the hotel by a woman, 
who said; 

Caught; by the Texas Girl. 

“This is your new sister-in-law'. I 
called you up to tell you that I have mar- 
ried your brother Brodie. I want to tell 
you that we are very happy. Mr. Duke 
wants to talk to you himself.” 

Then Benjamin Duke heard some con- 
versation and a voice which he recog- 
nized as his brother’s came over the 
’phone. It said: “This little Texas girl 
has got me, and got me good.” 

Benjamin Duke asked his brother if 
he was satisfied, or something to that ef- 
fect, and there was a conversation at the 
other end of the telephone in which he 
heard women’s voices. Then his brother 
said: “Yes, it is alright. I am satis- 
fied.” 

A Strange Disappearance. 

At that time the Dukes didn’t know 
where Brodie Duke was. What really 
caused them to put private detectives to 
work was the knowledge which came to 
his family that Brodie Duke had gone 
back to North Carolina and tried to wind 
up his affairs there, among other things 
asking that about $100,000 worth of se- 
curities he held there should be forward- 
ed to him in New York. On top of that 
they discovered Uiat he had given a 
check for $4,200 on a bank where he had ! 



I aoused the relatives, and pai tlcuiarfy 
I the son w'ho was instrumental in getting 
his father away from her. The detec- 
tives pushed Duke out of the apartments, 
and the next day the bride was asked to 
leave the place. For aw'hile she w-er.t 
into hiding, but when at last she was lo- 
cated she told a story in which sentimci 
and business was strongly mixed.

Mrs. Duke also had much to say about 
the plans she and her husband had 
formed for building a church in Durham.

Denies Drinking Stories. 

“I want to deny emphatically,” she 
said, “all the reports about Mr, Duke and 
me indulging to excess in drinking, and 
that we were often in an Intoxicated con- 
dition together. It is all a wicked false- 
hood, and intended by the members of 
the Duke family who have been persecut- 
ing me ever since my marriage to Mr. 
Duke to destroy my good name. I con- 
sented to an early marriage at the urgent 
plea of Mr. Duke. The following day 
we went on with our business arrange- 
ments, but Mr. Duke contracted a severe 
cold and his condition became so serious 
that I thought it safest to have the doctor 
give all of his time to him.” 

‘'A Beautiful” Marriage. 

Mrs. Agnes Desplaines, who has fig- 
ured as Mrs, Duke s closest friend, has 
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Osborne, and afterwards been charged 
with “endeavoring to blackmail Mr. Os- 
borne’s estate.” Hopkinson induced 
Alice Osborne to leave the Desplaine.s 
boarding house. She set up an estab- 
lishment of her own and lived in consid- 
erable luxury. Some years later, when 
Hopkinson tried to drop her acquaint- 
ance, he took the precaution to have pa- 
pers duly drawn up and signed in the 
presence of his attorney. The woman 
acknowledged that she had never been 
his lawful wife, and for two or three 
years he heard nothing more of her. 
Then he began to receive gentle requests 
for money, and in 1893 the woman, as | 
Mrs. Hopkinson, began her action for 
alimony against him, saying that she 
had married Hopkinson on November 
24, 1878, when she was IS years old. 
Hopkinson denied ever having married 
her, said that she was at least 25 years 
old at the time he met her, and generally 
exposed the woman’s character in court, j 
The questionable authenticity of her j 
marriage resulted in his attorney having 
the suit dismissed in 1895. j 

It has also been learned in the inves- 
tigation of the woman’s record, that 
Alice Webb married Edward H. Powell, 
a hotel clerk, in Pittsburg, Pa., in 1895. 
Powell is now believed to be in Chicago ) 
or Alleghany City. j 

The “Doctor’s” Story, 

Further light was thrown on this re- 
markable case by a man named “Dr.” E. 
T. Osbaldeston, who was employed as a 
nurse in the Duke apartments during Mr. 
Duke’s indisposition after his marriage. 
He told the criminal authorities that 
when he first saw Duke he was under the 
influence of liquor or drugs, “Mrs. Des- 
plaines,” he testified to the district at- 
torney, “mixed something, put what 
looked like whisky in one glass, and 
fook from another what seemed to be 
milk.

The next day Mrs, 
Desplaines told him Duke and Miss 
Webb had gone away to be married, and 
the day after the marriage, so Osbaldes- 
ton told District Attorney Jerome, Mrs.

By mistake 
my message fell into the hands of his 
brother, who came to see me at the As- 
tor House. Wlien I discovc-red that he 
was not the man I expected to meet. I 
told him my message had been intended 
for Brodie L. Duke. Then I explained 
what my mission was, and before leav- 
ing he made me an offer of $15,000 a year 
for my services in his business affairs. 1 
declined the offer after telling Mr. Duke 
that my servicc.s were not for sale. 

“Then I sent a second telegram to 
Brodie E. Duke, at Durham. N, C., and 
we met for the first time at theAstor 
House. I explained my business propo- 
sition to him, and he expressed great in- 
terest in it. I met Mr. Duke by appoint- 
ment a number of times, and he made in- 
quiries about me and my business af- 
fairs. One day, to my great surprise, he 
said to roe: : 

Wanted Woman, Not Lands. . ! 

“ ‘Little girl. I don’t want your tobacco i 
stock, and I don’t want your lands, nor i 
do I want to consider any of your busi- | 
ness propositions. But I do want you.’ i 

“I was dumbfounded at what he said, | 
and explained to him that such a step i 
would cause no end of comment on the 
part of his friends. I told him that his 
family would probably raise objections j 
to his marriage, but he said he didn’t j 
care what the family thought and that he 
was old enough to know his own affairs. 

“A few days later I met Mr. Duke | 
again and consented tomarry him.

She declares that Miss Webb is a 
very capable business woman, and^at 
when Mr. Duke came to see her “it was a 
case of love at first sight, for they soon 
stopped talking about tobacco.”

Then Miss 
Webb saw it was no use to refuse, and, 
as she really loved him, she at last con- 
sented to marry him. She was afraid his 
family would object, but Mr. Duke waved 
her objections aside and declared he 
would never be satisfied until he got her. 
It was a hasty courtship and a hasty 
marriage. Only three days elapsed be- 
tween the first visit and the second when 
he proposed marriage. If any woman ! 
could make a man happy she is the one. I 
Now they have torn him away from her j 
in the very midst of their honeymoon. It 
was cruel to separate them, but it will 
not last.” j 

These things and many more were j 
told by Mrs. Desplaines to District At- 1 
torney Jerome, who has charge of all j 
criminal cases in New York county. In 
the meantime it was discovered that she 
had something of a record of her own, 
and that her acquaintance with Mr.s. 
Alice Webb dated back many years. It 
seems that Mrs. Desplaines in 1894. when 
the state legislature ordered a searching 
investigation of police conditions in Nev/ j 
York city, appeared before the Lexow 
committee and acknowledged that she 
was the owner of “a Raines law hotel” 
that had been raided by the police. The 
Raines law hotels are a peculiar institu- 
tion in New' York city, by which it is 
made possible to sell liquor on Sunday. 
There are some 7,000 of them licensed, 
and as a class they are dens of vice ami 
infamy, 

Mrs. Duke’s Past. 

There have been many interesting 
chapters in the life of Alice L. Webb- 
Powell - Hopkinson - Masterson - Duke 
since she left the Erie county orphan 
asylum in Buffalo. The New York police 
say that Alice W’ebb first came to that 
city in 1878 to begin a life full of excite- 
ment. One of the first incidents in her 
career that brought notoriety to her wa.s 
her attempt to shoot a man named .Murat 
Masterson, who represented himself to be 
a wealthy Arizona miner. The two had 
been associates for some time, and their 
quarrel was the ordinary case of jeal- 
ousy so common among people of a cer- 
tain class. Masterson and .\lice L. Webb 
were arrested, but as neither would make 
a complaint both were discharged. This 
was in 1890. 

Three years later the woman brought 
a suit against George W. Hopkinson. a 
wealthy manufacturer of perfumeries, 
for alimony, .\ccording to affidavits now 
on file, Hopkinson lived at a fashionabl' 
hotel in New York city in 1877. He had 
been introduced to a woman calling her 
self Alice Osborne, who told him that 
she had been married to a man called 



where Osbaldeston followed her. There frightful rapidity. 



in the course of his life of adventure 
he was assaulted by a man named Weil, 
whom he shot dead. Osbaldeston was 
chased by a mob and fired and killed 
the leader. Subsequently he was set 
free on the ground that he fired in self- 
defense. He was also once arrested in 
Washington, D, C., for extorting money 
from the owner of a massage establish- 
ment. but this case was dismissed. 

While the examination of the persons 
principally involved in the Duke mar- 
riage tangle was tinder way and evi- 
dence was being prepared for submis- 
sion to the grand jury, Di.strict Attorney 
Jerome was informed that Mrs. Duke 
did not own the valuable tobacco lands 
in Texas which had figured in her busi- 
ness relations with the impressionable 
Mr. Duke. She once held title tc some

In any case. Mrs. Duke declared that 
she would stand on her rights as a law- 
ful wife and began habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings for the recovery of her hns- 
band from the hospital. The Duke fam- 
ily are equally determined that tfie 
separation shall be final, regardless of 
the mortification and scandal growing 
out of court proceedings.

-^r. James Thomas Davis, one of 
..odr oldest and most highly respected 
citizens, died at his home on High 
Street, Monday morning, at 3 o’clock, ! 
after a protracted illness. He was 
bom in this city on July 13, 1824, and 
would have been 81 years old next 
July. He is survived by his wife, nee 
Cline, and three children — Mrs. Denis 
Dundon, Walter and George Davis, all 
of this city. He also leaves one | 
brother, George W. Davis, and one 
sister, Mrs. Mary Ingels, the only re- 
maining members of his immediate 
family. 

Mr. Davis had lived in Paris since 
his birth, and his life had been useful 
and well spent. For forty years he 
was one of our leading groceymen, 
known for his fair dealing, 
honesty and integrity. He was 
[ for many years a .consistent member 
of the First Presbyterian church and 
long an Elder of the church. 

He was last charter member of 
Bourbon Lodge, No. 23, I. O. O. F. 

I He was elected treasurer the night of 
1 the institution of the lodge, Nov. 29, 
1845, and has been treasurer ever 
since with the exception of two 
years, when he retired to pass through 
the other chairs. Was then re-elected 
and was just finishing his fifty-fifth 
year as continues treasurer.

Their action was mad- 
ness; yet, if the Frenchman did it in 
his overwhelming desire to crush the 
man who had stolen his bride, and 
now rolled along under his lee, the 
Englishman could do no less than meet 
him. 

Simultaneously the two broadsides 
roared out.
